‘ ‘R edisco u nting :” 
The twelv e Federal Reserv e Banks 
in the United States are so metimes 
called "bank ers’ banks,’’ 
They de­ 
riv e mo st o f their cap ital and de­ 
p o sits fro m the v ario us member 
bank s that make up the Federal 
Reserv e System and carry o n their 
business mo ro with banks than with 
the p ublic at large. 
The Federal Reserv e Banks p lay 
a v ital ro le in the financial life o f 
the natio n since they can influence 
the sup p ly o f av ailable mo ney and 
credit. They p erfo rm this functio n 
chiefly thro ugh what are kno wn as 
their redisco unt facilities and o p en 
m ark et o p eratio ns. 
Let me exp lain briefly, by means 
o f a ro ugh examp le, just what is 
meant b> redisco unting “accep table 
p ap er” and the effect o f the redis­ 
co unt. rate up o n credit. A hank that. 
Is a member o f the Federal Reserv e 
System, let us suy, has made a lo an 
to o ne o f its custo mers as a result 
o f a p urely co mmercial transactio n. 
The hank ho lds the custo mer’s no te, 
which sa'.sfles all the necessary re­ 
quirements o f the Federal Reserv e 
Banks to make it eligible and nc~ 
-ep tahle fo r redisco unt. The cus­ 
to mer is p aring -merest, o n this 
» ho rt-term no te at, say, fo ur p er 
cent. The hank miciit ho ld this no te 
until it. matures thirty o r 
ixtv days 
hence, hut by do ing so it ties up a 
p art o f its cap ital fo r that length o f 
jm e. 
Because o f demands being made 
up o n it fo r credit, and fo r o ther rea­ 
so ns. the hank decides no t » o keep 
its cap ital tied up in this no te by 
ho lding it until it matures. So it 
takes the custo mer’s no te to the 
Federal Reserv e Bank in its district, 
which redisco unt? re 
that is, the 
Federal Re >*rv e Bank makes a lo an 
to the member bank o n riie s*rength 
o f the custo mer’s no te, and charges 
m ’erest at what, is called the redis­ 
co unt rate. At p resent this is three 
and o ne-half p er rem fo r all the 
Federal Reserv e Banks excep t New 
York, which has a three p er cent 
rate This means, o f co urse, that the 
member hank earns the difference 
o f o ne-half o f o n** p er cent, fro m 
which it must deduct charge» and
